We think this story migat, with great pro-
priety, be apj lied to a goud many poriticians in
South Carolina,  In heart they were as much
opposed to secession and revolution as any
man could be, but they had not the moral cour-
age to stand ulone and breast a torrent which

Now the ice was fuirly broken, and opposi-
tion organized, public meetings sprung up iu
every part of the State. Every district, and
almost every parish hus spoken in opposition
to secession, I'he Southern Palriot proposed
that the strength should be tested in every Con-
ressionul District, by running candidates for
the Southern Congress. Aflter much deluy the

ropusition was adopted, and the battle is at
Esud. This election will seul the fute of seces-
gion in South Carolina,  Its death knell is now
ringing! Monday morning, to the polls, free-
men, to the polls, and straugle the mouster by
vating for Irby and Urr.

Be no longer afraid to say that you love
your couutry, and your whole country, the
